In the eonrse of his speech (see Earlier Cables) Mr. Lloyd 
George said: ~The stand taken by the British, Amorican, and Italian 
public on the Silesian question should not be offensive to France. 
They (the Aities) mean to apply tho terms of the Treaty of Versailles 
justly, whether for or against Germany. The fato of Upper Silesia 
must bo decided by the Supreme Council, not by Korfanty. The 
children of the Treaty cunnot.be allowed to break the crockery of 
Eurppe with impunity. Somebody must place o restraining. hand 
upgin them, otherwise there will be continual trouble. The world’s 
a in the coming years cannot be forecasted; the mists ahead 
are unusually dense, Much ‘will depend upon the Allies holding 
together. Apart from Treaty obligations unforeseen events must 
determine future groupings of the nations, and the future of the 
world, especially of Kurope, will be determined by old or rew friend- 
ships, Hence the Treaty of Versailles is a document. of infinite 
monent, especially to the Entente nations, binding us together when 
there is eo much to divide us. Those who threaten its provisions as 
if it were the sport of passion and prejudice may not havo.to live 
‘long to regret their hor-headedness. The British people shirk no 
part of their responsibility under the Treaty, ‘There are temporary 
difficulties whith muke it difficult to spare troops; but J confidently 
anvicipate that these will be over soon, and [ may draw attention to 
the fact that at the recant conference we intimated our readiness, if 
Gerinany refused the Aijlied terms, ‘to place the British Fleat at the 
disposal of the Ailies 
“The British Government wero anxious to have the division of 
Silesia settled at the London Conference. All the facts of the 
plebiscite were known, but our Allies wore not ready to proceed 
with tha discussion. We will abide faithfully by the decision of the 
majority of the Powis who havea voice under the Treaty in defin~ 
ing the Silesian houndaries whatever their verdict. We fully accept 
the plebiscite as an expression of the wishes of the people of Silesia, 
but, having entered agreat war and sustained gigantic losses for 
the defeneo of an old Treaty, to whieh this country waaa party, 
Britain cannot consent to stand by whilst the Treaty her representa- 
lives signed Joxs than two years azo is trampled upon.”

REOUCTION IN WAGES. 


HardJy a day passes without some reference being 
made by Reuter to the question of wages reduction and 
among the cables that caine to hand yesterday was one 
intimating that the cotton spinners have decided to ballot 
on the employers’ demand for a thirty per cent, reduction. 
Only a few days previously we had news that the Federation 
of Engineering and Shipbuilding Trades had. by ballot. 
agreed to accept a reduction and there are manifest. 
indications that the majority of the workpeople of the Old 
Country have come to realise that the high wages paid 
during war-time must descend as the price of living 
descends ‘But on the part of the big employers there isa 
tendency to ‘‘cut” wages to a degree that would inflict 
hardship, and one of the thorniest problems our, politicians 
at Home are now faced with is that of keeping a reasonable 

’ relationship between prices and remuneration. 

On the one hand employers are apt to be ‘harsh and 
on the other the organised workers -are apt to be 
unreasonable. The National Alliance of Employers and 
Employed—an organisation that is fast prowing to real 
importance—recently suggested that industria] relations 
‘could best be stabilised by a scheme under which all 
wages reductions will. systematically follow decreases 
in the cost of living. The Alliance considers the argument 
that high wages are the cause of high prices and must fal) 
before prices fall to be fallacious, In support of this it 
has been pointed out.that. the cost of living has fallen from 
179 per cent. to 141 per cent without any marked drop in 
wages. It is held that the cost of living should not follow 
wages but that wages should follow the cost of living. 
Lower wages should follow and not precede decreases in 
the price of necessities. It has been recognised that there 
are many industries where a sliding scale could not be ap- 
plied exactly, but there should be the careful consideration 
of the principle by meetings of employers and trade un- 
ionists. 

If organised Labour endeavours to retain all that it 
hag obtained during and since the war in.the teeth of a 
falling cost of living, or if the organised employers. use the 
weapons of international competition and unemployment 
in an endeavour (ou: force the workers’ standard of life back 
suddenly to that of 1014, or even lower, social chaos will 
result. The alternative is to meet not as opponents, but as 
partners, and agree to some general scheme whereby wages 
accompany the cost of living on the duwa-ward scale. 


NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Revenue- raising. 


A measure just adopted by tho 
Municipal Board of Manila 
testifies to the universal charac- 
ter of the housing shortage, and 
to the abuse resulting therefrom 
in the shape of rent protiteering. 
As the sub-letting of houses is 
believed to bo tho principal cause 
of the present high rents in 
Manila, the Municipal Board has 
approved an ordinance imposing 
an annual tax, presumably for the 
term of the sub-lease, on persons 
engaged in this type of profiteer- 
ing. Sonor Santos, the author of 
the measure, pointedly observed 
that such persons. make large 
gains without contributing to 
the development of: the place. 
The municipal surveyor has 
been instructed to prepare a 
list of the buildings falling under 
the provisions of this regula- 
tion in readiness for the 
levy of the tax, which is fixed at 
P.80 for persons sub-letting one 
house, [P.240 for sub-letting two 
or three houses, P.480 in respect 
of four to seven houses, and P.600 
for a largernumber, The regula- 
tion, it may be surmised, applies 
to those sub-letting at a profit--- 
which no doubt comprises the 
majority, if not all. Probably 
the measuro is specially designed 
against those acquiring premises 
ina spirit of deliberate specula- 
tion. Sundry questions present 
themselves in regared to the 
different character of buildings, 
such as residencies, business pre- 
mises, and boarding-houses, but 
the general principle of the mea- 
sure sounds equitable. Tha part 
that has a questionable look, con- 
sidering how buildings vary in 
size, is tho flat rate. And is 
it assured that the tenant cannot 
be furthor muleted by having the 
tax pass«d onto him? The step 
suggests a means by which this 
Colony’s Government might raise 
the deficit that has boen troubling 
it; in lieu of the method. that has 
proved so unpopular. The draw- 
back is that the protiteering: in 
rents set in two or throe years 
ago, and the tax could not well 
be made retrospective for various 
reasons: But perhaps it is not 
too late. : 


Inter-Port Cricket. 


Practice at the nets has been 
in progress up at Shanghai, 
also a froe-and-easy trial game. 
So far no new talent of outstand- 
ing calibro has been unearthed. 
This is just as well as 
fur as Hongkong’s prospests 
are concerned, for the Colony’s 
team, while containing some capi- 
tal players, is not a representa- 
tive one. Ollerdessen, who was 
in splendid form here last Novem- 
ber, is a certain starter for the 
northern side, which 1s also likely 
to include a fine pair of batsmen 
in Capt. Barrett. and A. W. 
Hayward, who did not participate 
in the triangular tournament. 
F. L. Wainwright, an all-rounder, 
who skippered Shanghai on their 
visit here, is another “ probable.” 
Shanghai must bo wel! s-rved in 
the trundling department when 
such bowlers as D.-W. Leach (a 
fine bat as well) and H. W. Allison, 
the speed merchant, are only re- 
ferred to as ‘‘possibles.” Mention 
is made of V. H. Lanning. Is 
this the bowler who- performed 
the “hat trick” against Hongkong 
nearly twenty years back? H. EK. 
Murrel may be included. -If we 
recollect aright, this batsman 
scored a century in the 
Shanghai trial match before 
last autumn'stourney and still did 
not geta place. Brook is likely 
agein to be the man behind the 
the sticks. Another. participant 
in the “triangular,” R.L.D. Wode- 
house, Hongkong’s golf champion, 
who lately left the. Colony, has 
also been seen at the nets, 


Silesia. 


The French Press, disposed to 
be hostile after Mr. Lloyd George's 
speech, has appreciably modified 
its attitude, and shows sigas of 
a dosire to placate , British 
sentiment regarding Franco- 
Polish - relations. In part tho 
outbreak probably arises from 
a genuine misunderstending 
on the part of the insurgents, who 
imagine that the AHies, in the 
exarcise of their discretion, intend 
to minimise the portion of Upper 
Silesia to be allotted tq Poland: 
For the rest General Korfanty, 
the stormy petrel of the piece, 
appears to have fanned his 
countrymen’s discontent.. The 
Allies may be depended upon to 
interpret the plebiscite justly, and 
the forthcoming meeting of tho 
Supreme Council should pave the 
way to a settlement,

In the course of his “ big ship”

Civilian chiefs 
of the Admiratty. or War Office 
do not “spring. to the head” 
of either profession ; it 
is always understood that there 
is a clear division betwoen 
political and professional chiefs, 
and wise Ministors are guided in 
professional matters by thoir pro- 
fessional advisers. Not the First 
Lord but the First Sea Lord is . 
the professional head of the navy, 
Nor can it be maintained with 
much success that political chiefs 
of the Admiralty do " spring from 
quite low down in their own pro- 
fessions at one bound."’ .Tha 
profession of a real politician is 
politics, and, with few exceptions, 
the office of First Lord of the ' 
Admiralty does not go to a second- 
class politician.
